AUTHORITIES WILL ACT IN THE MATTER

Une of Lamps on Wheels at Night Wil
rrobahly Re Made Compnalsory
=Karly Action by the
Counell,

Mayor Jennings' communleation to the
counecil Monday concerning an ordinance to
prohibit “scorching'’ on the publie streets
and to compel the cacrying of lamps at
night by viders of bloycles was the subject
of considerable discussion yesterday among
the wheelmen of the olty. Members of the
wheel clubs are especially in favor of such
an ordinance and It = only a short time
since Chist of Pollice Bixby was requested
by them to use all the authority he had to
stop the riding of bioycles on the sidewalks
and prevent recklese riding on the sireets.
The use of lamps at night has bscome al-
most universal among the wheel riders of
this eity, mo it I1s congeded that an ordinance
making the carrying of lamps compulsory
would not work any bardship. The num-
ber of bleycles in use this year ls at least
double that of last season and the down
business streets are the principle resorta of
riders after dark.

Pearl street with its brick pavement I8
used more than any other thoroughfare at
night time by riders, and hundreds of bi-
cycles are seen there overy flne evening.
The smooth pavement affords a temptation
tor fast riding and it is chiefly on account
of the ‘“scorching' on this street that so
many complaints about reckless riding have
reached the mayor's office.

The matter of deawing up an ordinance
is now before the committee of the whole
of the city council and it is understood that
the aldermen are all In favor of such a
mensure, It s expected that an ordinance
will be prapared and submitted at the regu-
lar meeting of the council in August,

BARBER TAYLOR FINED BY COURTS.

Ansocintion Scorea a Polnt In Its First
Tent Cane.

The members of the Barbers' Protective
association scored n point yesterday in thelr
fight to enforce the Sunday closing law.
Dolan Taylor, proprietor of the barber shop
at the Ogden hotel, was arrested on an in-
formation filed by Attorney J. B. Sweol he-
fore Justice Ferrler. The case was sum-
marily disposed of and Taylor was flned §1
and costs, the latter amounting to $4.85.
Taylor's attorney gave notice of appeal and
the case will be taken up to the distriet
court.

Whether Attorney Bwest flled the lufor-
mation agalngt Taylor In his capacity as
a private cltizen or as counsel for the Bar-
bers' Protective assoclation did not de-
velop. The informations In the other cases
ware all aworn to by members of the asso-
clation, Tt appeared that BSweet, while
paseing Taylor's shop last Sunday, looked
in and saw Taylor In the act of shaving
Mayor Jennings., Taylor's trial differed
from that of Barber Bernhardl.in that his
attorney agreed to waive the right to de-
mand a jury and consented to havs the
case submitted to Justice Ferrier on an
agreed statement of facts, 1t Is sald that it
wis on this understanding that Justive Fer-
rier Issued a warrant, The agreed statement
of facts was as follows:

Firat—That the defendant, Dolan Tavlor,
I o barber by (rade apnd profession and
that he, on Sunday, July 16, 188y, did open
up his barber’'s shop for business, and that
he on said day did work at his trade and did
shave men's faces and perform other work
ni a barber,

Second—That the defendant, Dolan Tay-
for, can produce witnesses who will testify
that it I8 necessary for some men to be
shuved every day.

Third—That defendant can produce wit-
nesses who will testify that it Is neces-
sary for the convenlence of the public that
barber shops be kept open on Bunday for
the purpose of work.

No witneeses were examined and the court
promptly rendered Iis decision after Lhe
arguments of counsel were concluded, The
members of the asgoclation regard this as
a test case and belleve the district court
will uphold the ruling of Justice Ferrler.
The attorney for Taylor, when asked his
reason for submitting the case on an agreed
stutement of facte Instead of having It tried
before a jury, stated that the barbers who
were anxious to keep open on Sundays
wanted the law In the matter tested, which
could not be done by a jury. If a court
of record, which in this case would be the
district court, holds that shaving Is a neces-
sity on Bundaye, such rullog will put a stop
to any further arrests at the Instance of
the Barbers' assoclation, If on the other
band the court upholds Squire Ferrier's rul-
ing the barbers will close thelr shops and
observe the law.

HSome of the barbers who do not feel sat-
isfied with the actlon taken by Taylor's attor-
pey threaten that If fpally made to close
up thelr shops on Sundaye, they will re-
tallate by closing every saloon, soda water
fountain, confectionary and clgar store In
the city.

The trial of W, T. 8llver, the Pearl street
barber, s set for tomorrow morning before
Squire Rlef at Manawa. It ls understopd
that Silver will demand a jury trial and his
defense will be the same as HBernhardi's,
that shaving on the Sabbath ls as much of
A necessity Lo some men as on weekdays.

Summary in Bulletin Form Imusd by the
Towa Weathar and Crop Bervics,

HAY INJURED BY FREQUENT  RAINS

Harvesting Spring Grain Wil Re
Genernl Next Week=Corn Will He
Falr<Total Acreage of
the State,

—

DES MOINES, July 18.—(Special Tele-
gram.)—Crop conditions in lowa are sum-
marized as follows by the lowa weather
and crop service bulletin lesued today:

The week was warm with more than the
usual amount of humidity and cloudiness,
The weather was upsettled and threatening
with tendency to frequent showers, which
brought excessive molsture in portlons of
the east ocentral, northeast, north central
and south central districts. In the balance
of the state, however, the amount of rain-
fall was not in excess of requirements for
erop growth,

In about one-third to one-half of the
state work in the hay flelds was retarded
and a good deal of hay has been Injured by
frequent rains and lack of sunshine. In
the drier districts falr progress has been
made In baylng and harvesting rye, early
sown oats and barley.

With favorable conditlons harvesting
spring grain cropa will be general in the
larger part of the state within the coming
ten days.

Corn has made very good progress in all
sectlons and the bulk of the crop has been
laid by In fair condition, but work of cul-
tivating Is In progress in late planted flelds
and bottom lands, IPProspecis for this crop
as 4 whole are steadily Improving,

Oute and other small graln crops are
etanding up fairly well under somewhat ad-
verse conditions, and with a favorable har-
vest season the output will be good. FPo-
tatoes, pasture and garden truck are doing
notably well.

The northeastern distriet experienced con-
slderable rain during the last week and
haying was conscquently interfered with.
It was a good weok for the growlng crops,
though the small grain is conaidered al-
most too rank. The secretary of state has
Just Issued a crop report which shows total
acreage planted in the state as follows:

Winter wheat, 164,177; fall wheat, 1,627-
126; corn, 8,874,630; oats, 4,076,669; barley,
076,185; rye, 134,176; flax, 160,883; potatoes,
155,181; timothy, 2,138,692; clover, 646,047,
prairie hay, 1,198332; pasturage, 7,460,022,

Ihle. A Creston physiclan yesterday cap-
| tured two insects, which upon examination,
were found to be of new or uncommon
species, and had the hard shell desoribed to
the unwelecome newcomer.

G. W. Wills of this city was bliten or
stung over the eve by & bug, and as a re-
sult that member i now swollen entirely
shut, He did not see the bug and does not
know of what character the Insect was, but
the result of its visit ls painfully apparent
to him. Remedies usually used In reducing
swellings were applied in valn In this case
and an analysis of the blood is now belng
made to ascertain the proper remedy there-
fore. 'The Injury was received saveral days
ago and the eye has been entirely closed
since.

Another vietim was Miss Blanche Win-
chester, who resldes with her parents on
North Oak street. A few days sloce she
was bitten on the lip by s bug and the re-
sult was an almost immedinte swelling of
that member to an abnormal size. Efforts
to reduce the swelling were unavalling, and
the attending phyaician was forced to lance
the swollen part in order to give her rellef,
The operation had the desired offect and
she is now getting along all right.

An Automobile Driver Had a Wild
Ride and Ended Up in Jall,

In his anxlety to get a passenger the
driver of an automobile made a wild run
down Fifth avenue Tuesday night, saya the
New York Times, and several bloyelists and
drivers of other vehisles had a narrow
encape,

At 8:05 o'clock James Donahue, 35 years
old, with his automobile, was standing in
front of the Grand Central siation. He re-
celved word that a passenger In the Unlon
Square hotel wanted to make the 8:20 ex-
press and had a $ Bill for the man who
could get him to the station In time. Dona-
hue sald he would try it and with thoughts
only of the reward he opened wide the
lever and the machine jumped forward, al-
most throwing him from his seat. He turned
into Forty-mecond street with a swing that
sent the vehicle over on two wheels and
almost capsized it.

Onoe Into Fifth avenue he sent his ma-
chine along at Its highest speed. The ave-
nue was thronged with all sorts of car-
riages and with hundreds of wheelmen out
for an evening spin. Donahue kept his foot
on the bell, ringing it constantly, and
worming his way In and out he knocked
one wheelman after another off his wheel
and scared a number of teams., There is a
heavy drop for three blocks just above
Thirty-fourth street and Donahue went down
this grade at a speed close to thirty-five
miles an hour, When he struck the Thirty-
fourth street car tracka the machine bounced
at least six Inches Into the air, but the
anxlous driver kept right on,

The frightened wheelmen had by this
time recovered their self-possession and a
gcore or more of them pedaled furlously
after the man, yelling for somebody to stop
him. Bleycle Polliceman Dobson was at
Twenty-eighth street and heard the rumble
of the approaching machine. It sounded llke
a small tornado. Dobson mounted his wheel
and as the automoblle shot by he gave chase,
At Twenty-second etreet thera were so many
vehicles in the avenue that Donahue had to
elacken his speed and Dobgson was able to
run alongside. He ordered the driver to
stop and told him he was under arrest.

Donahue protested that a passenger was
walting for the 8:20 traln, but wax com-
pelled to go to the West Thirtleth street
statlon, There the sergeant told Donahue
that the law permitted bicyclists to leave
thelr wheels for security when arrested for
violating the speed ordinavce and that he
would give him the sams privilege. Dona-
hue was overjoyed and started to leave,
when the sergeant called him back. “‘But
you must leave your machine In the sia-
tion,"” he said. Donahue was unable to do
this and was kept in a cell until bailed out
by the Electrle Cab company, by which he
is employed. It is not known whether the
passenger caught his train.

RAILWAY MILEAGE,
North and Sonth Americea Credited

with One-Half the Total,

The total length of rallroad In ‘he world
nmounted In 1807 to 464,730 miles, and in the
five years from 1898 to 1807 the total increans
was 3 ARL mlles, or 8.0 per cent. The mame
year the total length of rallroed in the
Unitod Statea was 184,278 milen, ay Increase
in five years of 3.8 per cent. North and
South Ameriea and the West India islands
are credited with over one-half of the total
milenge, or 236,218 miles,

Next to the United States among the great
natlons Is the German empire, with a total
of 20,880 miles, and then follows France,
with 25,873 mlles; Russin with 26,008 miles,
although, ¥ we include the (ranscaspian
district of Russian and Siberia, Russla would
come third with a total of 28,302 miten, Fuol-
lowing France and Russia are Great Britein
and Ireland, 21,380 mliles; British India, 21,-
000 miles; Austria-Hungary, 20,908 miles;
Britlsh North America, 16,684 miles; Italy,
9,714 miles, and the Argentine Republle, 9,442
miles. Belgium has the largest amount of
rallroad In comparison with its total area,
the amount being 32.2 miles for each square
mile of area.

In comparing the countries by the length
of rallroad compared with the amount of
population that they serve, we flud that the
cofony of South Australla stands first with
62.3 miles for each 10,000 people, this result,
of courge, belng due 1o the comparative
sparseness of the population, In the United
Stntes there are twenty-six miles to each 10,-
000 inhabitants,

In the more densely populated districta of
Europe the figures fall conslderably, Ger-
many having 6.2 miles for each 10,000 people.
The small increass of 3.6 per cent in the
total mileage for the United States is due to
the fact that the years 1803 to 1807 were
among the least active in rallroad construe-
tion in the history of the country, the
previous decads having been one of
extroordinary Inerease, over 12,000 miles, or
more than half the present total length of
rallronds in Great Britain, having been bullt
in a single year.

In the malrl-
monial reshuffie M. Gertron kept his own
two children, and-took In the three of his
new wife, Lately he claimed half the cost
of keeping the whole five from M. and Mme.
Dutue (ex-Mme. Gertron) mother of the two
others, The amount claimed for the years
during which he kept and educated the five
children was 47.000 francs.
